CASH TO FIGHT CRIME 


Police win grant to target antisocial behaviour on Longmead estate

Epsom and Ewell police have been 
granted thousands of pounds to 
help tackle crime and antisocial be¬ 
haviour on the Longmead estate. 

The force has been granted £6,000 
for use on the estate, which is one of 
Epsom’s most deprived areas, as 
part of a Community Safety Fund¬ 
ing (CFS) scheme. 

The money was granted by the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
Kevin Hurley, and was given to the 
force last month. 

Inspector Jackie Elkins, who ap¬ 
plied for the funding, told the 
Epsom Guardian that the money 
would be put to good use. 

She said: “It’s a nice estate and it

can be a nice estate, but there is just 
a small number of people that give 
it a bad name. 

“We want to work with the resi¬ 
dents to make it a better place. 

“It’s not just about the council, but 
the community itself taking respon¬ 
sibility to make it a nicer place to 


live. Personally, I would like to see 
the funding go towards addressing 
environmental issues, youth activi¬ 
ties and engaging with the commu¬ 
nity, but would be interested to hear 
what residents themselves would 
like to see the funding go towards.” 

According to the PCC website, ap¬ 
plicants for the grant must priori¬ 
tise a zero-tolerance policing 
approach, more visible street polic¬ 
ing, ensuring a quality service for 
victims of crime and giving neigh¬ 
bourhoods a greater say in how 
their streets are policed. 

A Longmead Joint Action Group 
meeting, between the police, hous¬ 
ing association and councillors, is 
due to be held on Friday, September 
4, to decide on the best way the 
money can be used to help prevent 
antisocial behaviour. 

Insp Elkins said the objectives of 


the group are to tackle crime and 
disorder, address environmental is¬ 
sues such as graffiti and fly-tipping, 
and engage with youths and the 
community to build trust between 
the residents, police and partners. 

Labour Councillor for Court, 
Councillor Katherine Chinn said in¬ 
creasing community safety should 
be the top priority. 

Coun Chinn said: “We are very 
grateful to the police and PCC for 
providing the money. We are work¬ 
ing hard to get the issues on the 
Longmead estate taken seriously by 
all involved. 

“We want to help tackle anti-social 
behaviour so residents can live their 
lives in peace, and put measures in 
place to do that. It’s a very pleasant 
place to live and most people live 
there peacefully. There are just a 
few incidents of anti-social

An inspirational Ewell woman 
who has shaved her head for char¬ 
ity after being diagnosed with can¬ 
cer for the second time, has tripled 
her £1,000 fundraising target with 
a brave shave. 

Sophie Watford, who had been 
cancer-free for eight years before 
being diagnosed with stage three 
lung cancer in June, decided to 
“make the best out of a rubbish 
situation” and shaved off her long 
locks to raise money for the 
British Heart Foundation (BHF). 

She donated her hair to the Lit¬ 
tle Princess Trust, a charity that 
makes wigs for ill children. 

Miss Watford, 26, of High Street, 
Ewell, set a target of raising £1,000 
for BHF, but having smashed that 
in 24 hours, set the bar higher. 

The total is now more than 
£3,803 and the amount raised has

put her in the running to win a re¬ 
laxing weekend at Horwood 
House when her treatment is over. 

To celebrate raising so much 
money, Miss Watford has pub¬ 
lished her autobiography, Never 
Forgotten. 


Miss Watford was born with a 
rare form of the human papilloma 
virus, which caused polyps (ab¬ 
normal tissue growths) to grow 
around her voice box and throat. 
These blocked her airways and 
meant she needed a tracheotomy, 
as well as laser treatment at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital. 

At the age of 18, Miss Watford 
was told that a drug she had been 
trialling was successful, and she 
was able to remove her tracheoto¬ 
my and live a “normal life” with 
her partner, Jamie Robinson. 

This year, after experiencing 
shortness of breath, coughing and 
a hoarse voice, doctors confirmed 
she had stage three lung cancer. 

She is having chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy treatments, and re¬ 
cent scans suggest the cancer has 
reduced slightly.

Tributes have been paid to 
Rosen Ivanov, who was found 
dead in a Worcester Park flat. 

Mr Ivanov, a 27-year-old 
Bulgarian national, was 
found on Friday, August 21, 
inside a home in Rushmere 
Court, the Avenue, which 
is in the Shadbolt area, after 
police received reports 
of a concern for someone’s 
safety. 

Mr Ivanov was originally 


from the city of Stara Zagora 
in southern Bulgaria. 

He worked for digital print¬ 
ing company Waterloo Print, 
based in Colliers Wood, and 
according to his Facebook 
page, he was a supporter of 
Chelsea Football Club. 

A postmortem examination 
to establish a preliminary 
cause of death proved inclu¬ 
sive, and more tests are ex¬ 
pected to be carried out. 

Witnesses reported seeing 
multiple ambulances and po¬ 
lice cars outside the flats as 
neighbours expressed their 
shock at the death. 


Forensic teams were also 
seen going into a building for 
flats seven to 12 Rushmere 
Court. 

A 32-year-old man from 
Worcester Park was arrested 
on suspicion of murder in 
connection to the unex¬ 
plained death and has been 
released on bail until the end 
of September.

Axe falls on 1,700 jobs at Legal and General 


Some 1,700 jobs are at risk as 
Legal and General has proposed 
closing its Tadworth site by 2017. 

A spokesman for the financial 
services company confirmed last 
Wednesday it had begun negotia¬ 
tions with the Unite union which 
would potentially lead to closure 
of the site in St Monica’s Road, 
Tadworth, pictured. 

Unite regional officer for the 
south east, Ian Methven, slammed 
the plans as a “reckless decision 
made to make maximum short¬ 
term profit”. 

Mr Methven said: “Legal and 
General has claimed the proposal 
will best serve its customers but it 


will actually be detrimental all 
around - to customers, their 
shareholders and employees.” 

Legal and General said it could 
transfer the vast majority of 
its 1,700 Kingswood roles to 
offices in Hove or even as 
far as Cardiff. 

It has also declined to 
comment on the guaran¬ 
teed job losses. 

A spokesman said: “The 
Kingswood office lease is up 
for renewal, and, therefore, it 
is sensible to see if the work can¬ 
not be done in our other offices, in 
a way that could benefit our cus¬ 
tomers. If that were to happen, 


then the vast majority of the roles 
in Kingswood will be transferred 
to our Hove and Cardiff offices.” 

Mr Methven disputed this, argu¬ 
ing the two alternative 
sites do not have the ca¬ 
pacity for the 850 jobs 
which represent half of 
the Kingswood work¬ 
force, and so the losses 
would represent “a 
substantial majority of 
employees”. 

Unite is consulting with 
members, before opening talks re¬ 
garding redundancies and com¬ 
pensation with Legal and 
General. 



Residents hear ‘gunshot’ 


A dog unit that specialises in 
sniffing out firearms was de¬ 
ployed in Chessington after a 
suspected shooting at a bus 
stop. 

Police were called to the 
stop in Hook Road, pictured, 
near the Bridge Road 
roundabout, just be¬ 
fore 9.30pm on Fri¬ 
day night after 
witnesses reported 
hearing a gunshot. 

The entire middle 
panel of the bus 
stop had been de¬ 
stroyed. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Officers attended and found 
evidence of a suspected shot 
on the bus stop. Fortunately 
no one was injured.” 

The dogs were unable to 
sniff out any firearms and 
enquires are ongoing. 


Surrey County Council 
worker Olivia Jones, writing 
on the South of the Borough 
Neighbourhood Group, re¬ 
ported seeing bullet holes in 
the veterinary surgery and 
Ransoms Plant Hire shop 
that sit behind the stop, 
but Ransoms Plant 
Hire manager Gary 
Grantham said he 
doubted that it was a 
shooting that had 
caused the hole. 

Mr Grantham said: 
‘Police were looking at 
the hole in the front [of 
the shop], but I think that has 
been there for months. I am 
not saying Chessington is the 
safest of places but I don’t be¬ 
lieve it was a shooting that 
night. It was more likely kids 
throwing stones.”

Then they watched an after¬ 
noon of racing, with the an¬ 
nual Shetland pony race for 
jockeys aged between nine 
and 14 kicking-off proceed¬ 
ings on the Epsom turf. 

The race, run over two 


furlongs, was won by Cran¬ 
ford Fantastic, under a strong 
ride by Digby Shepherd. 

Epsom trainer Simon Dow 
said: “Despite the weather, it 
really worked. Horse racing is 
part of the fabric of Epsom so 
it’s really important the pub¬ 
lic gets to come along and see 
the place. 

“The Downs racecourse is a 
great heritage asset to this 
place - kings and queens have 
visited the racecourse and 
we’ve had some famous hors¬ 
es train here over the years. 

“It’s good to get the public 
as involved as possible and, in 
the future, we’d definitely 
look to further develop the 
open day.” 

Nick Patton, the training 
grounds manager for the 
Jockey Club Estates, said: 
“When people think of 


Epsom, the Downs are usual¬ 
ly what they associate with it 
the most. Horse racing is a 
big part of our cultural stock. 

“This is one of the oldest 
and most famous grounds in 
the world - racing has been 
taking place here since the 
17th century. 

“It’s really enjoyable wel¬ 
coming the public into the 
grounds, to let them see what 
we do day in, day out.”

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Horses’ graves restored

Four historic Epsom Derby 
winners’ graves have been 
restored to their original 
glory as part of a major 
restoration of Durdans 
Stables ahead of four English 
Heritage open days. 

Amato, winner in 1838, 
Ladas, winner in 1894, Sir 
Visto, in 1895, and Cicero, 
1905, are all buried in Grade 
II listed graves on the 
grounds of the picturesque 
stables in Chalk Lane. 

The latter three were 
owned by Lord Rosebery, 
for whom the stables were 
built when he was the MP 
for Epsom in the late 19th 
century. 

Durdans Stables owner 
Philip Buckman said: “See¬ 
ing the grounds restored has 
been amazing. It’s a historic 
site and even if you’re not a 
horseracing fan it’s a once- 
in-a-lifetime event.” 

Mr Buckman’s family re¬ 
ceived a grant from English 
Heritage to undertake the 
renovation - which has taken 
five years - in exchange for 
hosting a series of English 
Heritage open days for the 
next 10 years. 

The restoration cost sever¬ 
al thousand pounds. 

The stables, which currently

house 60 horses, was in a 
“sad state of repair” when 
Mr Buckman and his family 
took over in 2010, and the 
restoration was vital to mak¬ 
ing it a viable business again. 

He said: “We’ve put a lot of 
money into this - nearly all 
our savings - but it really has 
been a labour of love. 


“Getting the graves of 
these four great horses 
repaired really was the last 
piece of the jigsaw.” 

Also restored has been the 
indoor sand school, the two 
stable blocks and the iron 
entrance gates, each listed at 
Grade II. 

The result has been the

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Writer calling for a 
memorial to dancer

A world-renowned flamenco 
dancer who was placed in an 
Epsom mental hospital for more 
than 20 years could be set to re¬ 
ceive a memorial in the town. 

Nearly a century after Felix 
Garcia - nicknamed Felix the 
Mad - was detained in Horton 
Asylum, his biographer Antonio 
Hernandez is lobbying Epsom 
officials to have a monument 
installed. 

There is already an anonymous 
monument to the patients who 
stayed there, but Mr Hernandez 
believes Garcia should have his 
own, not least because he believes 
the dancer was wrongly 
imprisoned. 

Mr Hernandez said: “The cir¬ 
cumstances of his detention were 
very sad. I do not believe he was 
ill, but we have no way of know¬ 
ing for sure because there aren’t 
many records of his life. 

“He didn’t speak very good En¬ 
glish when he was first impris¬ 
oned, so it must have been a very 
hard, very lonely time for him, 
until he passed away after 20 
years. 

“He was so talented. I feel he de¬ 
serves a monument. I want it to 



read ‘In this nameless grave is 
buried Spanish musician and 
dancer Felix Garcia’.” 

Garcia collaborated with Rus¬ 
sian Sergei Diaghilev and artist 
Pablo Picasso on an avant-garde 
ballet, the Three-Cornered Hat, 
which premiered in London’s Al¬ 
hambra Theatre in 1919. 

The official story is that Garcia 
lost his mind when he discovered 
from posters that he would no 
longer be dancing the lead role 
and he fled to St Martin-in-the- 
Fields church, in Trafalgar 
Square. 

He was reportedly found 


dancing naked on the altar at night 
and arrested. He had schizophre¬ 
nia diagnosed and was committed 
to Long Grove Hospital. 

But Mr Hernandez - whose 
book on Garcia will come out on 
the centenary of his arrest - 
claims he has reason to believe he 
was falsely incarcerated. 

The 50-year-old said: “Some be¬ 
lieve that Felix paid a high price 
for what he knew of Diaghilev’s 
private life back in Spain.” 

It was even reported at the time 
that Garcia had died in 1919, when 
in actual fact he lived in Horton 
Asylum until his death in 1941.

Bought: Downs House is to be returned to horse racing glory

A mystery buyer has bought his¬ 
toric Downs House and stables 
next to Epsom Downs Racecourse 
for £1.01m and has pledged to re¬ 
turn it to “its former glory” as a 
place to train racehorses. 

The late 18th century Grade II 
listed five-bedroom property on 
Epsom Downs includes 10.6 acres 
of grass and woodland, the 
Eclipse barn, bothy, training yard 
and 43 horse boxes all within a 
few hundred yards of the start of 
the world’s premier flat race. 

Epsom Council stated that it 
had taken time to sell because, 
while there had been many ap¬ 
proaches for various purposes in¬ 
cluding those who wanted to live 
there, the council wanted it to re¬ 
turn to use as a racehorse train¬ 
ing establishment. 

The council took back control of 
the run-down property in July 
2012 after deciding not to renew 
the lease of its last trainer, Philip 
Mitchell, whose family had been 
training racehorses there for 48 
years. It was appointed to 
horseracing and equestrian spe¬ 
cialist Bidwells to sell it with of¬ 
fers invited in writing for 


freehold interest with an original 
guide price of £l.lm. 

The new owner, who wished to 
remain anonymous, but is be¬ 
lieved to be an investment 
banker, has put out a statement 
confirming the property, which is 
in a poor state of repair, will be 
refurbished and updated to pre¬ 
pare it for future use as a training 
facility. In a statement released 
via the council, the buyer said: 
“This is a fantastic opportunity to 
return a piece of Epsom thor¬ 
oughbred history back to its for¬ 
mer glory.” 

Epsom equestrian Caroline Bal- 
dock said: “This is wonderful 
news because it really is the 
Jewel in Epsom’s crown. It has 
been desperately neglected over 
the years and I’m just so relieved 
and thrilled there is hopefully 


someone who is willing to put the 
money into it. The rumour is that 
the owner may be bringing in an 
Australian trainer, which is won¬ 
derful because Epsom really 
needs to be rescued. We need 
horse trainers and horses coming 
into Epsom.” 

Woodcote councillor Liz Frost, 
chairman of the Epsom Downs 
Conservators, said: “This is a fan¬ 
tastic result for the council and 
the community. We have gained 
necessary funds, which can be 
put into the delivery of services. 

“We have released an asset that 
would have started costing the 
council considerable money to 
maintain and, as demanded by 
local residents, we look forward 
to the property being brought 
back into use as a racehorse 
training establishment.” 


Endurance challenge to help charity 



Gemma Taylor: Set to take on 
the Windsor Dorney triathlon 


A brave Epsom healthcare work¬ 
er is set to take on a daunting en¬ 
durance challenge in memory of 
her late father, who died prema¬ 
turely of a brain aneurysm. 

Gemma Taylor, from Living¬ 
stone Park, will tackle the Wind¬ 
sor Dorney triathlon on Sunday, 
September 6, for Headway, which 
provides support for those affect¬ 
ed by head injury. 

Her father, Douglas Taylor, died 
at 67 from an inoperable brain 
aneurysm on November 5,2013. 

The condition meant he was 
plagued by fits in his final years, 
and unable to do everyday tasks 
such as drive his car. 

A carpenter-joiner before he 
died, Mr Taylor is remembered as 
a great man by his former cus¬ 
tomers, who have contributed a 
large part of the £1,225 Ms Taylor 
has so far raised. 

Ms Taylor said: “I contacted a 
lot of his old customers, many of 
whom had a long relationship 
with him. 


“They all had very nice things 
to say about him - that he was a 
great man - and they’ve been in¬ 
credibly generous.” 

The 32-year-old will take on a 
one-mile swim, before cycling 26 
miles and finishing with a six- 
mile run. Her enormous chal¬ 
lenge has attracted sponsorship 
from three local businesses. 

The logos of Epsom Day 
Surgery and Rush skin clinic will 
adorn Ms Taylor’s T-shirt, while 
Graft on the Green, a boot camp- 
style fitness class, has pledged a 
“large amount of money”. 

But she said whether or not she 
reaches her £2,000 target, her 
main goal was to raise awareness 
of a cause she feels does not get 
enough publicity. 

She said: “Brain injury might 
not get the exposure other causes 
do, but the work Headway does is 
extremely important. I’m happy 
to do anything I can to help.”

Number of Croydon first-time buyers rises 


Figures from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders show that lending to first 
time buyers bounced back in the 
second quarter of 2015 after a 
sluggish start to the year. 

The positive post election trend 
has also been reflected in Croydon 
according to Streets Ahead Director, 
Gary O'Hare who commented: "In the 
last quarter, we have registered 13 
per cent more first time buyers than 
the same quarter in 2014 and nine 
per cent more first time buyers 
than 2007." 

First time buyer numbers across 
the UK increased by over 20 per cent 
in the second quarter, as the housing 
market recovered from the general 


election lull, according the CML. 

Lending to existing owner- 
occupiers who were moving home 
also increased just over 20 per cent 
compared to the second quarter, 
but actually dipped slightly below 
the level recorded at the same 
time in 2014. 

What did increase rapidly, 
however, was remortgaging 
which is "perhaps reflect¬ 
ing an increased desire 
to lock into competitive¬ 
ly-priced mortgage deals in 
advance of any rise in 
rates," according to CML 
director general Paul Smee. 

Overall in June, the value of 


home owner loans for house pur¬ 
chase accounted for 54 per cent of 
gross lending, while remortgage ac¬ 
tivity accounted for 25 per cent. 

Buy to let as a proportion of total 
lending remained at around 17 per 
cent but still makes up a larger 
portion of total lending compared 
to the same time last year.

Epsom Landlord’s mortgages top £137 million! 


The Brits can’t stop talking about property. 

The hot topic of discussion at the dinner parties 
of Ewell, Ashtead and Cheam’s movers and 
shakers is the subject of the Epsom Property 
market, but in particular, buy to let. These 
people are buying up buy to let properties 
quicker than an ace Monopoly player ... or so 
it would seem if you read the Sunday papers. 
So is the buy to let market a sure fire way to 
make money? Is it something everyone should 
be jumping into? Is it a sure fire way to make 
money? The answer is Yes and No to all those 
questions! 

Firstly, the government gives tax breaks to 
landlords, as it allows the mortgage interest 
payments on a buy to let property to be 
tax deductible. Also, a landlord only has 
to flick through Rightmove or Zoopla, pick 
any property at random and agree a price. 
Then, find a modest deposit of 25% (often 
by remortgaging their own home) which for 
an average Epsom terraced house, would 
mean finding £99,859 for the deposit (as the 
average Epsom terraced house is currently 
worth £399,439) and borrow the rest with a 
low interest rate buy to let mortgage. Finally, 
the landlord would rent out the property in a 
matter of hours for top dollar and live happily 
ever after, with the rent then covering the 
mortgage payments, with loads of money to 
spare and come retirement have a portfolio of 
property that would have quadrupled in value 
in fifteen years. Sounds wonderful - doesn’t 


it? Or does it??? 

Let us not forgot that the half of one per cent 
Bank of England base rate is artificially low. 
The international money markets can be fickle 
and if interest rates do rise quicker and higher 
than expected because of some unforeseen 
global economic situation, that monthly profit 
will soon turn into a loss as the mortgage will 
be more than the rent. Even though tenants are 
staying longer in their rental property, tenants 
still come and go and my guidance to landlords 
is they should allow for void periods, plus the 
maintenance costs of a rental property and of 
course, agents fees and VAT. .. all things that 
eat into that profit. 

Interestingly, by my calculations, there are 
approximately 734 Epsom landlords owing in 
excess of £13million in mortgages on those 
Epsom buy to let properties. An impressive 
amount when you consider Epsom only 
has 0.069% of all the rental properties in 
the Country. It really does come down to a 
number of important factors going forward 
to ensure you are water tight for the future. 
A lot of my existing landlords are fixing their 
mortgage rates. One told me that the Metro 
Bank are currently offering a 5 year fixed BTL 
remortgage rate at 3.79% for 5 years (based 
on a 75% loan). I don’t give financial advice, 
so you must speak with a qualified mortgage 
advisor... but that sounds very fair! 

However, one thing I do know is that buy to 


let is a long term investment, it’s a ten, fifteen, 
twenty year plan and property prices will go 
down as well as up. You wouldn’t dream of 
investing in the stock market without advice, 
so why invest in the Epsom Property Market 
without advice?

Infamous serial killers revealed

From body snatchers to the 
Suffolk Strangler, retired 
murder squad detective 
Trevor Marriott is set to 
take Epsom audiences 
through the grisly history of 
British serial killers. 

Following the successes of 
his book, The Evil Within, 
and his tour on the world’s 
most infamous serial killers, 
Mr Marriott will be coming 
to Epsom Playhouse on 
Wednesday, September 16. 

The show appeals to peo¬ 
ple’s morbid curiosity with 
serial killers and forensic 
science which, as shows 


such as CSI illustrate, a lot 
of people can confess to 
have. 

Mr Marriott said: “The de¬ 
mand for it has been sur¬ 
prising - first after my book 
and then from my last tour. 

“I get people from all de¬ 
mographics to my show - es¬ 
pecially students, who are 
usually the best-informed, 
and about 75 per cent of my 
audience are women. 

“Obviously these crimes - 
because they are the most 
shocking - get a great deal of 
media coverage and so the 
public becomes very inter¬ 
ested in them.” 

Mr Marriott show com¬ 
prises a walk through the 
history of 20 UK serial 
killers from his expert per¬ 


spective, broken up with 
photographs and interviews 
with the killers. 

He said: “We use a range of 
audiovisual media to tell the 
story, so it never feels like a 
boring lecture. 

“There are lots of pho¬ 
tographs and multimedia 
stuff, which keeps the audi¬ 
ence engaged throughout. 

“It’s fast-paced and excit¬ 
ing, and we get through a lot 
in a relatively short period 
of time.” 

Also appealing, he says, is 
the historical element of the 
show; since the dawn of the 
advanced DNA age in the 
mid-1980s, serial killers are 
something of a throwback.

Four of the top 10 turn-offs in a 


first encounter are related to cars, 
with road rage (46 per cent), 
texting (45 per cent) and 
chatting on your mobile 
(44 percent) when 
behind the wheel all 
among the biggest 
peeves for new 
potential partners. 
While those three 
were fifth, sixth and 
seventh on the list, 10th 
spot is occupied by a dirty 
car, with 23 per cent saying it was a 
no-no. The survey was conducted 
for the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists.

Good driving skills came 
eighth on the corresponding list of 
first date turn-ons with 11 per cent, 
beating 'great shoes' (nine percent) 
and 'nice car' (seven per cent). But 
enthusiastic gents should remember 
this doesn't mean an ability to 
complete handbrake turns. 



• Sales of banger cars are rising fast, 
while prices are even increasing for 
cars aged 10.5 years old and over. 

Even though there are now more 
bangers coming on to the market, the 
average price paid at auction for this 
type of car at auction has risen from 
£725 in 2013 to £875 in June 2015. 

The availability of cheap PCP (personal 
contract plan) deals for new cars has 
encouraged many drivers to give up 
their bangers. However, even with more 
bangers coming on to the market, there 
has been a substantial rise in demand 
that means there are more buyers 
than cars available, so prices 
have firmed up.

We believe this is because 
large numbers of buyers are 
selling their bangers and signing up to 
low-cost new and used car PCP deals to 
get behind the wheel of a newer model. 

"We see many bangers going through 
auction in excellent condition at very 
reasonable prices and, for many people, 
they make sensible purchases."
